The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the art of record does 



not teach or fairly suggest the invention as claimed. The newly sited art shows that there is a 
reason to sense the leakage of materials including ruthenium used in a vapor deposition 
apparatus and teach that there are sensors known for measuring the concentration of ruthenium. 
The new references do not teach or suggest a detector as claimed. The previously appHed 
references teach a detector as claimed, but do not teach or suggest its use outside of the vapor 
deposition reactor or as a leak detector. Thus there is not sufficient motivation to make a 
combination.
